Crop Provpects Contimu* to Improve. 
Coal Trade aeaaarkably Aetlv» The 

iBoraase of Failures Contlones. 

New York, Aug. JT.— R. O. Dun & Com- 
pany's weekly review of trade says: 

A bitt«r feeling grows in every ilirection; 
crop prospects improve, manufacturers are 
gaining oonfldenos and dsakrs, no longer 
operating on a* falling market, keenly ap- 
preciate the difference. It would be prema- 
ture to assume that no setback will come, 
for ill several directions the possihilities of 
an adverse change are obvious. Tbe move- 
ment in fortiign ezohanga may he signifl 
oant. But tbe preeent stats buslnsas is 
olearly encouraging, langar in volume than 
a year ago, and grow;^ more ooaddsnt in 
tone. 

E.rtensive crop reports within the pa*; 
week strengthen the belief that tbe corn 
crop will Uj large, the oats oi op large, the 
yield of wheat not Inflow recent estimates, 
and the yield of cotton better than the trade 
has expected. Injury to com proves really 
serious ill some quarters, particularly in 
southern Kansas, bnt over ^e quarter part 
of tha corn growing area the promise is re- 
markably gwKl, and tbe chances of serious 
injury by frost lessen with every week tbat 
passee without barm. Oats have been seri- 
ously damaged also in some quarters, and 
yet tbe aggregate yield is likely to provo tbe 
largest on raoord. Tszss reporte ample rain 
and good reason to hope tbat tbe cotton 
yield may be from 1,500,000 to 1,700,000 
bales, against l,jsOO,000 last year. From 
nearly all points rsporting the improved 
outlook for farm pnidaets is notiosd as a 
reason for revival in trada.

Tha ooal trada is phsnomsnally aetlve, and 
anadvaaosln pries is under consideration. 
For the first time Is eight ye'trs leather 
dealers are no longer selling on a declining 
market, though steady prioes with an active 
demand indicate healthy abaenoe of specula- 
tioa In tbe wool trade alae a better feolinit 
is seen, with large sales at Boston and Phila- 
delphia, and in some grades bettor prices. 
But manufaetursrs still move with much 
caution. 

Reports from all parts of ths country are 
more favorable, though dtiU or quiet trade la 
still noticed at many points. Improvement 
is more frequently reported. Money is 
tlrmer at many points with an increasing de- 
mand, but scarcely anywhere is there com- 
plaint of closeness, and uoilectious do not 
seem to be more backward tba^i is usual .it 
this season. In tbe dry goods trade improve 
ment is especially note<l at Chicago, uikI 
bare a full average business in ('att<ins is iu 
progres'S without ."^oinewbat more satisfac 
t<)ry movi'ineiit in woolens, especially in 
men's wear goois of spring weights nnd in

MzLBOtrara, Aug. 97 .—The success of tbe 
Melbourne centennial exposition far sur- 
passss the meet sanguine anticipations of itt< 
promoters, tbe exhibition being crowded 
daily by thousands of interested visltora 
Tbe succeesf ul completion ot this tmdertak- 
ing suggests a somewhat marvelous historl« 
cal retrosiMOt. It was not till well into tha 
seventeenth oentury that any definite oon* 
tact was had by Europeans with Australia. 
It was in 1088 tbat Dampier, tbe famoas 
English buccaneer, first visited tbe north- 
west coast of Australia. 

Msarly a century later Capl Cook exam- 
ined ths Boutheastsm and eastern shorss, 
and on bis return to England bis account of 
the country induced the English government 
to ssnd out a batch of oouviute under Capt.
